15. (Original) The method of moving a stand mixer of claim 14, wherein the base 
includes at least one foot that is disengaged when the handle is lifted. 

16. (Original) The method of moving a stand mixer of claim 14, further comprising; 
maneuvering the stand mixer into a desired position.

17. (Origiiial) The method of moving a stand mixer of claim 16, further comprising: 
disengaging the at least one wheel by lowering the handle until the stand mixer rests fully 

upon the base, 

18. (Original) The method of moving a stand mixer of claim 14, wherein when the 
base is fiilly in contact with a surface, the at least one wheel is not in contact with the siirface.

2 1 . (New) The method of moving a stand mixer of claim 1 4 wherein attaching the 
bowl to the base at the attachment means fiirther includes: 

locking the bowl into the base. 

22. (New) A method of moving a stand mixer, wherein the stand mixer includes a 
base having at least a front lower portion, a front upper portion, and a rear lower portion; the 
base including attachment means capable of receiving a removably detachable bowl; the base 
including a handle positioned at the front lower portion; at least one wheel positioned at the rear 
lower portion of the base; and wherein the handle can be lifted upwardly to engage the at least 
one wheel for movement of a stand mixer, the method comprising: 

attaching the bowl to the base at the attachment means; and 

lifting the handle upwardly in a direction toward the front upper portion to engage the at 
least one wheel. 
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23. (New) A method of moving a stand mixer, wherein the stand mixer includes a 
base having at least a fiont upper portion and a rear lower portion; the base including attachment 
means capable of receiving a removably detachable bowl; the base including a handle positioned 
at the front upper portion; at least one wheel positioned at the rear lower portion of the base; and 
wherein the handle can be lifted upwardly to engage the at least one wheel for movement of a 
stand mixer, the method comprising: 

attaching the bowl to the base at the attachment means; and 
lifting the handle upwardly to engage the at least one wheel 

24. (New) The method of claim 23 wherein the handle is disposed on a top surfece of 
the front upper portion. 

25. (New) The method of claim 23 wherein the handle is disposed on a side surface 
of the front upper portion. 

26. (New) The method of claim 23 wherein the handle is disposed on a front 
attachment surface of the front upper portion. 

27. (New) The method of claim 23 including a rear handle disposed at a rear upper 
portion of the stand mixer. 
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
